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COMMENTARY 


Population 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  has  again  increased  according  to 
the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population.  In  1969  the  popul¬ 
ation  was  estimated  at  16,820  and  the  corresponding  figure  for  1970  is  17,820, 
an  increase  of  exactly  1,000  as  compared  with  1,190  in  the  previous  twelve 
months.  The  birth  rate  when  adjusted  for  differences  in  population  was  18.1 
compared  with  a  rate  of  16.3  for  England  and  Wales.  The  birth  rate  in  the 
District  is  therefore  11%  higher  than  the  national  rate. 

The  death  rate  when  adjusted  for  population  differences  was  13.4  com¬ 
pared  with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales.  The  illegitimacy  rate  was  3%  compared 
with  8%  for  England  and  Wales.  The  remaining  vital  statistics  are  comparable 
with  the  national  figures. 


Infectious  Diseases 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  110  cases  of  dysentery  in  1969.  These 
were  almost  entirely  confined  to  a  single  outbreak  at  a  school  in  Marske.  Ex¬ 
tensive  investigations  were  made  but  as  frequently  happens  in  this  disease  no 
common  source  could  be  discovered.  Suitable  steps  were  taken  to  try  to  limit 
any  further  spread  of  the  disease  and  there  has  been  no  recurrence  of  the 
outbreak. 

There  was  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  twelve  months. 

Eleven  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were  notified.  This  condition  was  not 
notifiable  before  September,  1968  so  that  figures  for  previous  years  are  not 
available. 


Immunizatian 

In  addition  to  diphtheria  tetanus  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  im¬ 
munization  which  have  been  offered  as  routine  for  a  number  of  years  now, 
measles  vaccination  is  now  available  and  is  offered  routinely  to  infants  at  the 
age  of  14  months.  Measles  is  often  regarded  as  a  minor  disease  of  little  im¬ 
portance  except  as  a  nuisance  and  it  is  not  generally  realized  that  severe 
complications  can  occur  and  that  in  recent  years  in  this  country  there  have 
been  up  to  50  deaths  each  year  from  measles  and  its  complications.  The  advent 
of  an  effective  vaccine  is  to  be  welcomed  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  measles 
vaccination  will  come  to  be  generally  accepted. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  continues  to  operate  in  Saltburn  and  in 
Marske  through  the  W.R.V.S.  A  grant  is  made  by  the  Council  to  this  service 
which  is  a  most  valuable  one.  Proper  nutrition  is  a  most  important  factor  in 
maintaining  the  health  of  the  Elderly  and  one  which  is  all  too  prone  to  be 
neglected  especially  among  the  house  bound. 
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Food  Hygiene 

Standards  of  food  hygiene  are  reasonably  satisfactory.  Occasional  com¬ 
plaints  are  received  and  these  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board.  The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  samples  taken 
during  the  year  have  proved  satisfactory.  I  am  informed  by  the  Tees  Valley 
and  Cleveland  Water  Board  that  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  Lockwood 
and  Scaling  Reservoirs  which  supply  the  area  is  of  the  order  of  0.1  to  0.3  parts 
per  million.  These  figures  are  much  below  the  figure  of  1  p.p.m.  recommended 
by  Dental  Authorities.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1960,  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1960 
and  Bye-Laws. 

During  the  year,  64  warnings  were  given  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

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LICENSED  PREMISES 


Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  having  accommodation  for  525  caravans. 
There  is  a  small  private  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 

The  sites  are  provided  with  washing  facilities,  piped  water  supply,  waste 
water  drainage,  and  water  closets.

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  181, 
this  total  being  made  up  of  29  offices,  120  retail  shops  and  32  catering  establish¬ 
ments  open  to  the  public.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed  at  these 
premises  was  701.  A  total  of  111  visits  were  made  by  Inspectors  to  registered 
premises. 

The  majority  of  premises  comply  with  the  regulations,  the  only  breaches 
of  the  regulations  found  were  of  minor  items  such  as  thermometers,  insufficient 
first  aid  boxes  and  lighting  and  ventilation  to  water  closets.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  the 
Teesside  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  deposit  gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at  Marske-by- 
the.  Sea  in  the  playing  field  of  the  Junior  School,  Windy  Hill  Lane,  by  kind 
permission  of  the  Secretary  for  Education  and  one  in  the  Police  Station  grounds 
at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  tables  show  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with  wind 
records  for  the  period. 

Two  volumetric  gauges  are  in  use,  one  at  30  Vicarage  Drive,  Marske-by- 
the-Sea  and  one  at  the  Clinic,  Bath  Street,  Saltburn-by-the-Sea.  In  addition  to 
smoke  readings,  sulphur  dioxide  readings  are  taken  on  the  machine  at  Saltburn. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.

HOUSING 

During  1969  58  Council  Houses,  10  Council  Flats  and  1  Prefab  were 
allocated  and  31  applicants  for  Elderly  Persons  Accommodation  were  re-housed. 

During  the  year  40  applications  were  received  from  tenants  for  exchanges 
of  Council  houses  and  29  exchanges  took  place.  Eight  applications  were  received 
for  permission  to  take  lodgers  and  all  v/ere  approved  by  the  Council. 

WARDEN  SERVICES  TO  ELDERLY  PERSONS  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  8  wardens  employed  by  the  Council  in  connection  with  groups 
of  elderly  persons’  bungalows  and  flats.  This  scheme  is  worked  under  the  grant 
aid  scheme  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council  of  up  to  £30  per  head  for  each 
person  eligible  for  Warden  Service.  Housing  accommodation  is  provided  for 
every  Warden  and  an  intercommunication  system  is  installed  in  every  elderly 
persons  accommodation,  so  that  they  have  direct  contact  with  the  Warden. 

This  service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  elderly  people  are  very 
happy  with  it.  The  Wardens  carry  out  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
and  have  been  of  great  help  to  the  occupants  of  the  accommodation.
